Mexico City, August 1.—Dethils 
which are beginning ta arrive from 
the state of Guerrero show that the 
recent series of earthquakes in the 
valley of Mexico and along the Pacific 
coast were the worst experienced in 
many years. 

It is now certain that the towns of 
Acapulco and Chilpancingo have been 
practically destroyed. What the earth- 
quake of Friday failed to do was ac- 
complished by the stronger one of yes- 
terday, which either leveled or ren- 
dered uninhabitable every building in 
these places. 

In addition to the ruin caused by the 
earthquake, Acapulco now faces a fam- 
ine. All of the markets were destroy- 
ed in the shocks of Saturday and the 
country people are afraid to bring 
more produce into the town. The peo- 
ple are camping in the public squares. 

The few buildings that remain stand- 
ing are being leveled.by dynamite, as 
they are little more than tottering 
walls that are constantly falling as 
new shocks come. 

During the heavy shock yesterday 
the water in the harbor receded a dis- 
tarce of thirty feet, and .then. rushed 
beck, ccvering the docks and piers. 

The people are suffering considera- 
tly, net only for want of food, but 
because of their exposed positions. 
The tents in the public squares and 
streets do not serve to keep off the 
heevy rains, which fall at this season. 
Funds are being raised in Mexico City 
te relieve the distressed of Guerrero.

In All States Except Ar- 
Kansas. 


Rain Is Badly Needed in Many 
Sections---Late Frost Will Be 
Necessary, as the Crov Is 
Still Two or Three Weeks 
Late.

New York, August 1.—(Special.)— 
The Journal ae Commerce in its month. 
ly cotton report tomorrow will say: 

The condition of the cotton crop, ac- 
cording to 1,655 replies of special cor- 
respondents, of an*~average date of 
July 24, was 73.1 against 76.8 last 
month. or a decline of 3.7 points. Com- 
parison with previous years makes the 
present percentage condition, the low- 
est in the series of reports compiled 
by this journal, which in 1908 showed 
$3.6 per cent, 75.5 in 1907 and 81.7 in 
1996. In 1905 this condition was 75.4; 
1904 it was 84.4; in 1903 it was 76.7; 
1902 it was 79.6 and in 1901 it was 75.3. 

The table of condition presented 
shows a decline in all states except 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Missouri, 
where some improvement took place, 
Conspicuous deterioration occurred in 
Texas, conditions declining 9.8 points. 
Continued drouth and high tempera- 
tures were responsible “for this loss, 
the damage by boll weevil beieng re- 
duced to a minimum, 

Need Favorable Weather. 

The large amount of grass which 
infested fields during June, owing tg 
excessive moisture in nearly all states 
except Texas and Oklahoma, was not 
thoroughly disposed of during July, 
principally because of continued heavy 
rains in widely scattered areas. Even 
where weather conditions allowed of 
clearing the crop was considerably in- 
jured by. working. Mississippi, Louis. 
jana, Arkansas, Tennessee and Missouri 
fared better, where drier weather en- 
abled farmers to make more favorable 
progress in cultivation. But stands 
have been almost universally injured 
and the plant is small and only fairly 
fruited. Many correspondents, how- 
ever, report the plant strong and with 
favorable weather will maek a fair 
crop. 
as the crop is still two to three weeks 
late. In Texas, however, it appears to 
be on time. :

SHUOTING MEN 
WITHOUT TRIAL 


Bloody Work Still Contin- 


ues in Alfonso’s Kingdom. 


Reported That Forty Revolu- 
tionaries Have Been Put to 
Death Without Trial---Fight- 
ing Between Troops and Riot- 
ers in Progress at Barcelona. 


Cerbere, France, Spanish Frontier, 
August 1.—The latest news received 
here’ from Barcelona is to the effect 
thas fighting betweén the troops and 
the revolutionaries continues fiercely. 

It is reported that forty revolution- 
aries have been shot without trial at 
the Montjuich fortress, among them be- 
ing Emiliano Iglesias, editor of the 
Progreso, the organ of Deputy Le- 
roux, chief of the republicans in Bar- 
celona. 

The situation in Palamos, the center 
of the cork industry, is reported to be 
alarming and fears are expressed for 
the safety of foreigners there. 

Reassuring News Received. 

Paris, August 1.—The Marquis Del 
Muni, Spanish ambassador to’ France, 
in an interview today. declared that 
he had most reassuring. news from 
Catalonia and Melilla. He igsisted that 
only 200 men had been killed and 500 
wounded in the fighting in Morocco, 
and that the rebellion in Catalonia had 
been completely mastered. The ambas- 
sador denied categorically the exist- 
ence of the allaged text of a secret 
Hispano-France treaty’ of 1904, which 
was published. tn Germany, and under 
the conditions of which France agreed 
to lend, Spain her- assistance in Africa, 

Marquis Del Muni said that. neither 
the Carlists nor the separatists were 
involvéd tn the movement in Catalo- 
as it ‘ts impossible to .conceive 
that they would league, themselves

Paris, August 1.—Although. official 
Spain minimizes the Catalonjan insur- 
rection and insists the revolt has been 
crushed, a very’ different’ story ema- 
nates from the frontier. Refugees and 
travelers declare that the revolt is 
still rampant and that desperate com- 
bats continue at Barcelona, where ‘fifty 
revolutionaries are reported to have 
been wounded in a conflict which oc- 
curred as late as Saturday.

MAKES ESCAPE 


Whistles Cause Excite- 
ment in South Atlanta. 


Negro Convict at the Federal 
Prison Slips Away After 
Cooking Warden  Moyer’s

The escape of a negro convict from 
the federal prison last night, and 
the loud blasts of the whistle, notify- 
ing the world of the event, caused 
Zreat excitement in that part of At- 
lanta.

Number of Casualties Not Yet 
Determined, but There Are

| Osaka, Japan, August 1.—Confusion 
| still prevails here as a result of Sat- 
urday’s disastrous fire. 


Thousands of 
bersons are homeless and hunger is 
staring many of them in the face. 

A system of relief has been ordered 
by the municipal authorities, but it is 
inadequate to supply all needs. Out- 
side cities and towns are generously 
sending in contributions to be used in 
alleviating the sufferings of the home- 
less and destitute. 

The number of casualties has not yet 
been determined, but hundreds of in- 
jured persons are crowding the hos- 
pitals. 

The estimate is that 20,000 
buildings are destroyed, these includ- 
ing banks, the stock exchange, the mu- 
seum, government edifices and facto- 
Si While at present it is impossible 
accurately to state the losses, these 
are given roughly at several milion 
yen. It is feared that some of the 
insurance companies will fail as a ré@-+* 
sult of the heavy losses they will have 
to Day. 

Fire Lasted Over 25 Hours. 

The conflagration lasted more than 
twenty-five hours and today the burn- 
ed section presents a deplorable sight. 
The streets of the city are very nar- 
row and the houses were mostly of 
wood. construction. Under a strong 
breeze, therefore, the buildings were’ 
easy prey for the flames which jump- 
ed to one another with great rapidity. 
Once hope was almost abandoned that 
the conflagration could be arrested. The

Fleeing from Fire Zone. 


In the gray of the dawn of Saturday 
thousands of persons, heavy laden 
with household effects, were to be >1eRn 
fleeing across the numerous’ canal 
bridges and away from the fire zone. 
When thev had reached places of safe- 
ty. the burdens were laid down and 
the able-bodied members of families 
returned to the city to assist in fight- 
ing the flames, leaving the old people 
to protect their effects from thieves, 
All the day long Saturday and far into 
the night these people assisted thé 
troops and firemen in quenching the 
flagration. 

An area of aver four miles square, 
containing some of the city’s hand- 
somest structures, including the Bud- 
dhist temple, the largest in the world, 
was entirely burned. 

The stock exchange, one of the most 
important in this country, was en- 
tirely destroyed. This loss, it is be- 
lieved, will tend considerably to disa- 
locate the business of Osaka, which 
with its manufacturing concerns, is 
one of the chief commercial cities of 
Japan. 

Touching Sights. 

Many touching sights were to be 
seen during the fire. The women were 
terror-stricken and fled hither and 
thither with their children, some of 
whom iater cried piteously for feod 
that could not be obtained for them. 

The emperor is deeply concerned 
over the disaster and it is believed 
that he will make a generous donation 
to the relief fund and that his action 
will be quickly followed by gifts from 
charitable people and institutions.

King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
and various members of the royal fam- 
ilies of Europe spent the day in a 
round of visits at Osborurne house, 
King Edward's. seaside residence. 

Tonight the Indominitable. the In- 
vineible and the Inflexible, three bat- 
tleships of the Dreadnought class, 
sailed to meet the Russian imperial 
yacht Standart and escorted Emperor 
Nicholas to Cowes. This will be the 
first official visit of the Russian mon- 
arch to Great Britain, his visit in 1906 
to Balmoral having been a private one. 

It is needful to go back to the year 
1814, when Emperor Alexander came 
to England for a visit similar to the 
present one. The coming of Emperor 
Nicholas tomorrow is regarded as one 
of the highest importance and as seal- 
ing the tripie entente between Russia, 
France and Great Britain and indicat- 
ing that the long period of estrange- 
ment and suspicion between Great 
Britain and Russia is now ended. 

Officially the visit will be afloat, al- 
though itis expected that the Russian 
monarch will land privately at Cowes 
Tuesday and pey visits. King Baward, 
Queen Alexandra and the Prince of 
Wales: will sail at 1:45 o'clock on 
board the Victoria and Albert to meet 
the Russian imperials, who will board 
the king’s yacht for luncheon and a 
subsequent review of the British fleet. 
The greatest precautions have been 
taken to insure the safety of the Rus- 
sian visitors.

YACHTING A COSTLY SPORT 
UNDER NEW TARIFF MEASURE 


Washington, August 1.—Sailing the 
high seas on palatial foreign-built 
yachts will come pretty high to Ameri- 
can millionaires who own such craft, 
when the new tariff bill becomes ef- 
fective, and well-know Americans will 
have to help swell Uncle Sam's coffers. 
Others owning yachts built by Ameri- 
can labor will not be affected by the 
tariff revision. “ 

The new tariff bill contains a pro- 
vision for taxation at $7 per ton per 
year of foreign built yachts now or 
hereafter owned or chartered by Amer- 
ican citizns. 

It is provided, however, that as an 
alternative to the annual tax, the 
owner of a foreign vessel may pay a 


duty of 35 cent ad valorem, and se- 
cure an American registry, exempting 


the vessel from further federal taxa. 
tion. The value of these yachts ranges 
from $506,000 to $800,000. 

The following on September 1 will 
be subject to the annual tax at the 
rates indicated:

However, Drouth Will Be Tem- 


porary Unless Voters in the 
JFwenty-One Wet Counties 
Declare for Perpetual Dty- 
“mess on August 17. 


Columbia, S. C.. August !|.—On Tues- 
day .of this week South Carolina will 


be ehdedte the field of state-wide pro- 


hibition territory which now embraces 
all of the southeastern states. How- 
ever, the drouth in this state is to be 
temporary—unless the voters in the 
twenty-one wet counties that are to 
‘hold iocal option elections on Tuesday, 
August 17, declare for perpetual dry- 
ness. 

Due to the strategy ofthe prohibdi- 
tionists in the South Carolina legisla- 
ture. the drys have all to gain and 
nothing to lose in the approaching 
contests. Literally, this state is “half 
and half,” twenty-one counties being 
already in the prohibition camp and 
exactly the same number being offi- 
cially engaged in the sale of intoxi- 
cants under what is known as the 
county dispensary system. The law 
enacted at the Jas: session of the 
legislature took no account of the ter- 
ritory already dry, providing only for 
electiors in the wet counties to de- 
termine whether they should remain 
wet or join their sisters of the white 
ribbon camp. Further, that the folk 
in the dispensary counties might have 
a taste of prohibition before deposit- 
ing their ballots, the prohibitionists 
had it provided that all dispensaries 
shall close two weeks before the’ elec- 
tions and remain closed until the result 
ef the elections is known. 

Howl From the “Wets.” 

A how] went up from the wets when 
Attorney General Lyon delivered an 
epinion to the effect that the result of 
“be known” 
until officially declared by the state 
board of canvassers, which means that 
county grog shops will be closed for 
at least a month. As Governor Ansel 
has concurred in this opinion, it stands 
and any attempt to open any dispen- 
sary before the vote is officially de- 
clared would unquestionably mean the 
dismissal from office of the offending 
dispensary commissioners. 

In the elections each county votes 
as a unit, and it is admitted that a 
number of them will set the seal of 
disapproval upon the sale of intoxi- 
ecants within their borders. Richland, 
in which Columbia is situated, and 
Charleston are among the counttes 
which will participate in the elections. 
It is conceded that Charleston will re- 
main wet. 

The Couuty Dispensary. 

The county dispensary is the out- 
growth of the late state dispensary 
system of which Governor Tillman, 
now United States senator, is the ac- 
eredited “daddy,” and which was 
wrecked on the rocks of political 
strife and internal corruption. After 
thirteen perilous years, at one time 
culminating in a riot, with resultant 
bloodshed and calling forth from the 
then Governor Tillman a proclamation 
of martial law and the mobilizing in 
Darlington, Columbia and other points 
of such of the state troops a did not 
lay down their arms and colors when 
summoned to enforce with bayonet and 
shell a law which was repugnant to 
them: later seeing rebeVious Charles- 
ton patrolled by state police in a fruit- 
le#s effort by Tillman's successor as 
governor te enforce the unpopular 
state liquor system in the metropolis 
of the state and followed in succeed- 
ing years by the slaying of perhaps 


a dozen citizens by armed state con-, 


stables ani the killing of a number 
of these same officials, the state dis- 
pensary system was two years ago 
killed by a. small majority in the 
legislature after one of the stormiest 
sessions in its history. 

Graft in State Dispensary. 

A half dozen of the officials of the 
state dispensary, charged with accept- 
ing thousands of dollars in rebates 
from whisky houses, are now at lib- 
erty on bonds ranging from $190,000 to 
$15,000. 

Since the inauguration of the county 
dispensary system there have been no 
charges of corruption against the men 
who administer the law in the vari- 
Ous counties. 

Differing from saloons, the dispen- 
garies are operated under control of 
a county board; the bar-tgnder is 
known as a dispenser and is elected 
by the board and is bonded; there are 
no screens in the dispensaries: intoxi- 
eants are sold only in original pack- 
ages, ranging from half pints to three 
gallon demijohns, and there is no 
drinking on- the premises; the dis- 
pensary is opened at sunrise and 
closed at sundown; the purchaser is 
required to sign a “request blank” for 
each purchase, in which he must give 
his age~and address; minors and 
drunkards are not allowed to make 
purchases, and whatever is sold in the 
dispensaries is required to be chemi- 
cally pure. 

The sales of the dispensaries in the 
twenty-one wet counties of the state 
approximate $3,000,000 annually, with 
net profits to the counties approximat- 
ing $700,000. The ioss of this revenue 


is the principal argument urged by 


the anti-prohibitionists in the hope of 
defeating the effort now being made 
to vote out the dispensaries.

The condition of Will Miles, 
young night watchman at the Hemp- 
hill pumping station, who was shot 
down and seriously wounded by an 
unknown negro Saturday night while 
at his post of duty, was reported to 
be satisfactory at the Grady hospital 


last night. 

He passed a restful day and the at- 
tending physicians entertain hope for 
his recovery. The femoral artery was 
severed by the shot, and Miles lost a 
great deal of blood. It was necessary 
to ligate the vessel}, and it is stated 
that the only danger now lies in the 
possibility that the circulation of the 
limb may be affected. Miles has a 
superb physique and it is thought that 
this will greatly help him. 

Absolutely no clue to the identity 
of the negro who shot Miles has yet 
been found by the county officers who 
are working on the case. The county 
tracking hounds; with Officer Shockley 
and “other members of the police, 
scoured the neighborhood for miles 
and finally called in the dogs at noon 
after working for nearly twelve hours, 

Miles was standing in the little park 
back of the reservoir, when the negro 
came running through, and without the 
slightest provocation *’shot him down, 
There were no eye-witnesses to the 
shooting.

to game in Georgia which must be given, if any material results in that 
direction are to be achieved. : 

Among other things, the committee proposes to strike out the require- 
ment that no person shal] hunt on another’s land without the written permis- 
sion of the owner; to provide that the open season shall begin November I, 
as at present, instead of December 1, as the association proposes; to cur- 
tail the powers of the proposed game commissioner and otherwise materially 
to weaken the forceful and vital features of the bill. 

There does not seem to be anything unreasonable in what the original 
bill proposes in régard to these matters, if it.is to be the policy of the law 
to afford ample protection to game in this state. : : 

If the r-easure is to be shorn of its vital provisions, it would be as well 
not to pass it; for a law that fails of its purpose is as bad as no law 
at all. : 

Georgia needs effective game protection, or. game will be rapidly cleaned 
from the state. 

There is only one way to get it and that is by a positive and an affirm- 
ative law and the appointment of the proper officials to see that it is en- 
forced. 

And unless this is done it will be but a few years, at most, until the 
enjoyment of game inthis state will be a thing past anc unknown. 

The situation is already a serious one. 

It is up to the legislature to say what it shall be in the future. 


WHEN THE NATION LAUGHS AT GEORGIA.

The complete comment of both 
papers is published elsewhere. It furnishes merely an illustration of the 
facetious manner in which the nation views the Georgia law-making »ody. 
Examples could be multiplied indefinitely. 

All this is neither pleasant nor profitable, nor does it enhance the dig- 
nity of a great commonwealth. And the more sinister side is sarcastica!ly 
outlined by The Nashville American, when it says, “Georgia, under such 
beneficent laws, ought to double its population in the next decade.” 

When it comes to the final “show-down,” sanity and poise and a due 
regard for common sense and dignity invariably conquer in the general as- 
sembly. 

: The outlandish masterpieces of buffoonery that give the state such un- 
desirable notoriety do not represent the best thought, the dominant senti. 
ment, of that body. 

They spring from a few isolated freak measures, upon which the level- 
headed majority is sure to sit down hard before the ené of each session. 

But that does not prevent the annual re-enactment of the belittling ‘ppec- 
tacle of the nation ridiculing this state; or of the nation judging the brains 
and patriotism of her law-makers by the irrational performances of a few 
eccentrics. 

Such a condition is an affront to the dignity of Georgia, disparaging us 
in the eyes of sensible people in other sections. It is, as well, a pronounced 
injustice to the great well-baldnced majority to have them loosely and some- 
what contemptuously lined up as a set of legislative cranks, when they 
don’t deserve it. 

This is the sort of perennial “advertising” that Georgia does not need: 
that positively damages the state. é 

The remedy is to send only thoughtful, well-rounded, mature men to 
the legislature. 
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WAS THE MOSQUITO GREECE’S NEMESIS? 


Bahned by modern medical science as one of the most dangerous ‘oes 
to the race, the singing mosquito now faces yet another terrific indictment. 
It. is charged by Sir James Crichton Browne, an eminent British scientist, 
with being responsible for the historic decadence of the Greeks.

PREACHES ON MEASURES | 
BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


H. H.’ Proctor Praises 
the Passage of Prohi- 

bition Bill. 

Rev. H. H. Proctor preached at the 
First Congregational church, colored, 
Yast night, touching on three meas- 
ures pending before the present legis- 
lature, which affect the colored race. 
He chose for his text Mat. vii, 12: 
“What ye would that men do unto you, 
even so do ye also unto them.” 


Among other things he said: 

“We blacks number more than a 
million souls in Georgia. We pay taxes 
on Over twenty million dollars worth 
of property. We are, therefore, deep- 
ly interested in the laws of the state. 
But we have no representatives in the 
general assembly. Since there should 
be some expression of our feeling, es- 
pecially on the measures that affect 
us more directly, I wish to express 
what seems to me the best sentiment 
of the race in Georgia on the near beer, 
the educational and the lodge bills 
now up for passage before the legis- 
lature. I do this that through you and 
the press influence in the right direc- 
tion may be brought to bear on these 
measures. 

Praises Prohibition. 

“First, let us consider the near beer 
measure, which contemplates the mak- 
ing of the prohibition measure com- 
pletely effective. The passage of the 
prohibition law was the best thing for 
the colored race done in this state 
since the war. It has not only tend- 
ed to promote peace between the races, 
but also the sobriety and prosperity 
of the colored race. Here in Atlanta 
we blacks have saved at least $50,000 
in fines in a single court, and the re- 
sult is seen in the opening of our first 
bank, the purchase of homes and the 
reclaiming of many to lives of so0- 
briety and industry. But a eheck 
has been put upon this by the sale of 
near beer. For the sake of promoting 
the good work already begun by the 
prohibition measure we desire the sale 
of this stuff abolished, and that pro- 
hibition in Georgia be made complete. 
The best sentiment of the colored race 
believes in total abstinence for the iIn- 
dividual and prohibition for the state. 

“There ts the educational bill, which 
provides that every child shall have a 
chance at the rudiments of an educa- 
tion. Religion is the one great source 
of morality, and education is the hand- 
maiden of religion. Figures show that 
the larger percentage of criminality 
comes from those who have never had 
a chance at the rudiment of knowl- 
edge, Teachers and schools are cheap- 
er than policemen and prisons. 4, 
t is 
a law the world over that every 
trained mind is an addition to the 
wealth of the community in which it 
abides. Our state can make no better 
investment than in the proper train- 
ing of its children; for they are the 
commonwealth in its bud. We blacks 
desire the education of every white 
ehild in the state, and I believe the 
best sentiment among the whites in 
Georgia desires the same for every 
black child in Georgia. 


Calamity to Pass Bill. 


“The other bill directly concerning 
us is the lodge bill, a measure which 
seeks to abolish all the lodges of the 
eolored race in the state. It does this 
by a tax on lodges, which, through 
the operation of the grandfather 
clause, excepts white lodges. It would 
be a calamity to pass this measure. It 
would stir up the race in_ Georgia as

There are in this

have approximately 50,000 members; 
they own over $100,000 worth of prop- 
erty; they pay out over a million dol- 
lars annually in benefits, These lodges 
serve for business, social and benevo- 
lent purposes.

“From the reports coming in from 
various sections of the state in regard 
to the increased damage done to the 
growing cotten erap by the bjack root 
disease, it now appears that thig will 


of over &@ million @ollars this year.” 

This startling statement was made 
by State Entemologist E. L. Worsham 
in discugsing the ravages of the black 
root, which ig proving so disastrous 
to the cotton crop throughout the state 
ef Georgie. He is making «@ stron 
fight for the appropriation of $10,000, 
askeqg for In the bill by Representative 
Henderson, of Irwin, one of the largest 
cotton growers in the south. 

Professor Worsham says that black 
root is worse than the boll weevil, in 
that when a stalk of cotton ts attack- 
ed by black root the whole stalk dies, 
thereby losing &ll the preduct in cot- 
ton, while the boll weevil gets only a 
certain per cent of the bolls, 

With the appropriation asked for, 
Professor Worsham believes that a 
resistant variety of cotton may be 
secured, which will ward off this dread 
disease, and the department will be 
able to put more experts’ in the field 
to give the farmers first-hand assist- 
arce, os: 

Any injury to the cotton crop deals 
the planters a double biow now, for 
not only does he lose in the price of 
the fleecy staple, but he also loses in 
the products of the cotton seed, which 
have come to be such a valuable part 
of the cottoa crop. 

The passage of the hil, which meang 
so much to the Georgia farmer, is 
being awaited with interest.

Gainesville, Ga., August !.—(Special.) 
In 1896 relatives of Thomas L. DeLa- 
perriere, a native pf Commerce, died 
and left a large estate valued at many 
thousands of dollars. Mr. DeLaper- 
riere was one of the chief beneficiaries 
of this will.

Charles Crane, of Chicago, since 
appointed by the president, Minister 
to China several weeks ago, has been 
enthusiastically praised and comment- 
_ed upon by the press. 

His qualities as an American citizen, 
his scholarship, his knowledge, from 
an international viewpoint of world 
things, have been referred to, but 
there has rot been written yet that 
which, in the minds of those who 
know him well, would do him justice, 
that is, he represents the highest 
type of present-day civilization, and 
is a broadly Christian man. 

Mr. Crane is the son. of Charles 
Crane, founder of the Crane Manufac- 
turing company, and the nephew of 
the famous Professor Frederick Wells 
Wriliams, teacher of Oriertal lan- 
guages at Yale, who wrote in collabor- 
ation with his father, the ‘Middle 
Kingdom,” and is the author . of 
“China and Japan In The History of 
All Nations.” 

Mr. Crane is recognized as one of 
the three leading citizens of Chicago.

As a traveler and student of racial 
and economic problems, Mr. Crane has 
had an experience which will serve him 
well in serving his country.

\eereals may take only 10 minutes, and 


tough meat half an hour; it is best 
to find out something about the length 
of time the different thinks require 
before beginning the use of the cooker. 

Generally speaking, all indigestible 
things take longer than the rest; oat- 
meal, beef stew, corned beef and beans 
need more time than steamed pudding, 
rice and chicken. 

A third thing to remember is this: 
Everything that takes a very long time 
to cook is improved and the process 
hastened if, when the time is half up 
and the food cooled, the pail is re- 
moved and reheated without opening it 
and put back again. 

In all cooking also you must be 
careful to uncover the pail with the 
food in it before putting it in the box, 
It must be kept tightly covered from 
the time it is put’ on the fire or, the 
steam will escape ang the meat or soup 
cool so that it cannot cook. Put 
everything in as quickly as possible, 


FLY ELIMINATION HINTS. 
BY MEDICAL COMMITTEE 


At a recent meeting of a committee 
appointed from the Georgia Medical 
Association to investigate methods for 
exterminating flies, a report embody- 
ing a number of hints to interested 
parties was adopted. The committee, 
composed of Dr. J. G. Deans, of Daw- 
son, chairman; C. M. Curtis, of College 
Park: J. E. Pantir, of Atlanta; V. H. 
Bassett, of Savannah, and J. Y. Palm- 
er, of Ailey, Ga., in its report states 
that infection from flies is a most 
constant source of danger to every one, 
the lessening of this danger can be 
nothing short of a duty to the public. 

Following is the committee’s report 


on the prevention and destruction of 


flies: 

“Don’t allow files in your house, 

‘Don’t permit them near your food, 
especially milk. 

“Don’t buy foodstuffs where flies are 
tolerated. . 

“Don’t eat at hotels and restaurants 
where flies have access to the food. 

‘Wiies are the most dangerous in- 
sects known to man. 

“Flies are the filthiest of all vermin. 
They are born in filth, live on filth 
and carry filth around with them. They 
are maggots before they are files. 

“Flies are known to be carriers of 
} millions of death-dealing disease 
germs. They leave some of these 
germs wherever they alight. 

“Flies may infect the food you eat. 
They come to your kitchen or to your 
dining table, fresh from the privy 
vault, from the garbage box, from the 
manure pile, from the cuspidor, from 
decaying animal or vegetable matter, 
or from the contagious sick room with 
this sort of filth on their feet and in 
their bodies, and they deposit it in 
your food, and you do swallow filth 
from. privy vaults, etc., if you eat food 
that has come in contact with flies. 

“Flies may infect you with tubercu- 
losis, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
dipththeria, and other infectious dis- 
eases. They have the habit. of feast- 
ing on tuberculosis sputum and other 
diseharges of those sick with these dis- 
eases, and then go direct to your food, 
to your dirnk, to-the lips of your sleep- 
ing child, or perhaps to a small open 
wound on your hands or face. When 
germs are deposited in milk they mul- 
tiply very fast; therefore milk should 
never be exposed to flies. 

What to Do te Get Rid of Files. 

“Screen your windows and doors. Do 
it early before fly time and keep 
screens up until snow falls. —_ 

“Scrten all food, especially milk. Do 
not eat food that has been in contact 
with flies. 

“Screen the baby’s bed and keep flies 
away from the baby’s bottle, the 
baby’s food and the baby’s ‘comforter.’ 

“Keep fillies away from the sick, 
especially those ill with typhoid fever, 


and cover at once. 


scarlet fever, diphtheria and tubercu- 


losis. Screen the patient’s bed. Kill 
every fly that enters the sick room. 
Immediately disinfect and dispose of 
all discharges. 

“Catch the flies as fast as they ap- 
pear. Used liquid poisons, sticky fly 
papers and traps. 

“Place either of these fly poisons in 
shallow dishes throughout the house: 

“(a) Two teaspoonfuls of formalde- 
hyde to a pint of water, or 

‘“<€b) One dram of bichromate of pot- 
ash Ufsgolved in two ounces of water, 
sweotendd with plenty of sugar. 

‘“‘(c) One. dram arcénious acid to one 
quart of s etened water. 

“(d) A little gobalt in sweetened wa- 
er. 


. 

“To quickly clear Kooms’ of flies, 
burn pyrethrum powd or blow pow- 
dered black flag into Whe air of the 
room with a powder blower. This 
causes flies to fall to the) floor in 
stunned condition. They must.then be 
gathered up and destroyed. 

“Open doors and windows and “Yfiss ' 
can be driven out at once by spraying 
in tooms with equal parts of turpen-' 
time and kerosene mixed with a little 
carbolic acid. 

Eliminate Breeding Places of Fites. 

“Sprinkle chloride of lime or kero- 
sene over contents of prigy vaults and 
garbage boxes. Keep garbage recep- 
tacles tightly covered, clean the cans 
every day, the boxes every week. Keep, 
the ground around garbage boxes 
clean. 

“Sprinkle chloride of lime over ma- 
nure piles, old paper, old straw and 
other refuse of like nature. Keep ma- 
nure in screened pit. or vault if pos- 
sible. Manure should be removed at 
least every week. 

“Pour kerosene into the drains. Keen 
sewerage system in good order, repair 
all leaks immediately. 

“Clean cuspidors every day. Keep & 
per cent solution of carbolic acid in 
them all the time. Get rid of sawdust’ 
boxes used as cuspidors—destroy' 
them—they're insanitary. 

“Don't allow dirt to accumulate in 
corners, behind doors, back of radia- 
tors, under stoves, etc. 

“Allow no decaying matter of any 
sort to accumulate on or near your 
premises. 

“Allow no pig pens. Sprinkle iUme 
or kerosene over premises each week. 

“Small towns should have alleys well! 
cleaned and all streams well drained.”

Blind 
Homer, weaving legends of heroes and 
gods; Milton, creating epics of heaven 
and hell, have been followeq in this 
more practical age by that unique 
woman-figure, Helen Keller; that great 
ship desigher, John Herreshoff; the 
great economist, Henry Fawcett, of 
England; the orator, Senator Gore, of 
Oklahoma; Louis Braille, who gave the 
sightéless the inestimable blessing of 
reading, and Joseph Pulitzer, the great 
blind journalist. Others there be, hard- 
ly less notable than these, who by 
courage and patience have made them- 
selves useful citizens, adding to the 
world’s happiness and triumphing over 
their blindness, which, of all attisor 
tions, seems most stultifying. 

It is a curious fact that the ratio 
of really gifted blind people is out of 
proportion to their total number 
when one compares them with those 
who have full power to see.

“No vote, no husband,” is the slogan 
of 250 girls of marriageable age who 
have just organized the College Equal 
Suffrage Club of ’Spokane, under the 
presidency of Mrs. Z. W. Comerford. 
Each has taken a solemn vow to con- 
vert her suitor to woman’s rights be- 
fore entering upon an engagement. 

The plan to enlist Cupid into the 
ranks as an ally was originated by a 
half-dozen timid members, who, after 
several conferences, persuaded Mrs. 
Comerford to launch the movement and 
recruit the membership to 500 before 
the beginning of September. 

This does not mean that the meth- 
ods introduced by Mr. Adam when he 
first met Miss Eve are jo be barred 
here, but that the valiant knight must 
break customs instead of lances and 
gain for his lady love the privilege to 
cast her ballot if he is to have the 
wealth of satisfaction in his game of 
wooing.
